Our Seventeenth Annual Bible 
Conference is now a thing of the 
past. It was a success in every 
way, though the attendance was not 
as large as in former years, due to 
two causes. First — that there wet o 
no reduced railroad rates this time, 
and secondly, because many want 
to wait for the big gathering at 
Belleville in June. However, this 
year's gathering for spiritual know- 
ledge aud good was as successful 
as we could wish it to be. One not- 
able absence from this gathering 
was noticed, aud that was our be- 
loved superintendent, Mr. F. Brig- 
den, who was theu laying seriously 
ill on his death bed from which he 
never rose, but every prayer that 
was offered by the various speakers 
throughout the meetiug had lender 
reference to our now departed 
leader, coupled with feverent hdpes 
that the Almighty would give him 
strength and courage to be with us 
again, but now he has gone. The 
various speakers did splendid ly, and 
Mrs. J. R. Byrne was most untiring 
iu her work as interpreter. The 
ladies who rendered hymns were 
also warmly commended for the 
beauty and solemnity of their 
renditions. The hymn " Master, 
theTeinptest is Raging," given by 
Miss Eva Elliott, was a revelation 
of charm. Messrs. Fred Brown and 
Baskerville won admiration by the 
way they rendered the Ten Com- 
mandments. On Easter Sunday we 
partook of the Lord's supper, which 
was very impressive aud largely 
attended, nearly 120 participating. 
The Rev. Mr. Pick, who has spent 
most of his life among the Esqui- 
maux of the far north, and has con 
verted thousands of those people to 
Christ, was our officiating clergy- 
man on this occasion. Altogether, 
this year's conference was a success. 
Mrs. Harry Mason gave a very ap- 
propriate hymn on this occasion. 

The deaf, not only of this city, 
but Ihrougnout the land, were pain- 
fully shocked, aud a gloom of grief 
cast over *all, when it became 
known that our beloved and 
most trusted friend in all our 
spiritual undertakings had at last 
anaweied his Master's call and left 
for time immortal. He died aj ten 
minutes to twelve at noon on April 
16th, and Ihe funeral was held on 
the 18th. I will give some very 
pathetic aud touching anecdotes of 
his very useful life later ou. The 
followiug is an exltact from the 
Toronto Globe of April 17th, which 
gives a very descriptive account of 
his death and his loug and useful 
career. 

Mr. FredeiickBrigden, sen., Pre 
sidetit of Brigden's, Limited, died 
at his home, 103 Rose Avenue, yes- 
terday after two months' illness. 

Btigden came to Canada in 1872 
from England, and in association 
with Mr. Henry Bealo, established 
the Toronto Engraving Company. 
Mr. Brigden was the leading expon- 
ent of the art of wood-engraving in 
this country, and practised his pro- 
fession with enthusiasm until the 
advent of the modern photographic 
processes drove the finer art of 
wood engiaving from the Held. 
He was, however, one of the first 
the change coming, and add 
ed the methods to his business as 
they were perfected. 

In his early years in Toronto, he 
did some of the best work in por- 
trait Ore and landscape engravuig 
for the Globe. Illustrations of 
many of the leading men ot the 
country were engraved by him, to- 
gether with landscapes depicting 
vaiious beautiful aspects of the 
countiy from drawings on the 
boxwood by V. M. Belt Smith, Hie 
late L. R. O'Brien and others of the 
pioneers of Canadian art. 

Shortly after reaching Canada, 
Mr. Brigden, who had become deaf 
through an illness in childhood, be- 
came associated with the late J. D. 
Nasmith in conducting a bible class 
for the deaf. He has maintained his 
interest in this work, and during the 
past ten years has organized it into 
theToioiitt Mission to the Deaf, an 
undenominational society embracing 
all those suffering from loss of hear- 
ing or speech iu Toronto, and reach 
ing out to those) similarly affected in 
other parts of Ontario. 

Mr. Brigden was fond of reading 
and kept well up with all the Intel- 



lectual movements of the day. In 
this connection, twenty-nine years 
ago, he organised a Literary Club 
for his sons and a small circle of 
their friends, which met in his 
home on Rose Avenue. This club, 
known as the Saturday Club, has 
continued its meetings uniuter 
ruptedly until the present, and has 
been a helpful factor in the lives 
of many young men. 

His other interests were field ge- 
ology, entomology, and outdoor 
sketching, the latter giving him 
much pleasure in recent years. 

Besides his brother and two sons, 
George and Fredick H., he leaves 
two daughters, Mrs. T. G. Nich- 
olson and Miss Bertha Brigden 
One other brother, Rev. T. E. Brig- 
den of Cambridge, England, and 
one sister iu the old home at Worth- 
ing. 

A great many of his relatives and 
friends attended the funeral, which 
took place from is residence, 103 
Rose Avenue, to St. James' Ceme- 
tery. 

Rev. W. J. Southam, rector of 
All Souls' Church, conducted the 
servioe. A private service was 
conducted at the house for the 
family, and a public service took 
place at the Toronto Bible College, 
College Street. At the Bible Col- 
lege, Rev. Mr. Southam 's address 
was interpreted for the many deaf 
by Mrs. Byrne. The floral tributes 
wete many, coining from all ovei 
Canada, from Winnipeg, London, 
Ottawa, Hamilton, and numerous 
from Toronto. The pall-bearers 
were Mr. James Barrie, Mr. A. E. 
Lugsdiu, Frank Smith, and three 
deaf friends, R. C. Slater, A W 
Mason, and Philip Eraser. 

During the service, Miss Mary 
O'Neil rendered very gracefully the 
hymn, "Safe in the Arms of Jesus," 
in a way that brought tears to the 
eyes of nearly all. 

Surely we will miss Mr Brigden 
whose place among us will never be 
fittingly filled. He was the so-call- 
ed father of us all, and has spent 
hundieds of dollars towards the 
enrollment and spiritual welfare ol 
the Deaf. We will always ohetish 
his memory,

V!ts la France I Vive Gaillard ! 

Possum Cornsrs, April 23, 19 17. 
Editor Journal : — I was much 
interested to read the letters by 
Ptof. Amos Galusha Draper, Mr 
Henri Gaillard, and the Assistant' 
Secretary of State, Mr. Brecken- 
ridge Long, about having the deaf 
of France send delegates to Hart- 
ford next July. 

If they were living in the piping 
times of peace instead of the roar- 
ing times of war, I feel very sure 
that our deaf friends in France 
would have prepared to send one or 
more delegates to help us to cele- 
brate our centennial. 

But for nearly three years they 
have known what war is. In Sher- 
man's time war was hell. In our own 
time, as fought in France and Flan- 
ders, war is hell. The French deaf 
have seen, felt and known it from 
first to last, day in day out, night 
out, night in, for the past three 
years. Like the rest of their splen- 
did nation, they have been making 
every possible sacrifice patriotically 
and freely. 

Therefore it is easy to suppose 
that they have little money to spare. 
It seems doubtful if any of tbem 
can come to Hartford, if they must 
raise the money themselves. 

I believe that Mr. Henri Gaillard 
fully represents the best culture and 
attainments and the aims and wishes 
of the deaf of France. From many- 
letters that I received from him, 
from his writings in the French 
deaf-mute papers he has edited, it 
seems to me that he more nearly 
typifies the deaf of France, taken to- 
gether, than any American deaf- 
mute typifies or represents the Am- 
erican deaf as a whole. He is a 
Frenchman from head to toe. He 
is a patriot in every ounce of his 
avoirdupois. He is the unswerving 
and fearless deaf champion of the 
deaf of France. 

Thefore when I say, 
Vive Gaillard ! 
I believe I say, 

Vive the deaf of France ! 

I believe I see a way to bring Mr. 
Gaillard to Hartford. Instead of 
asking him with his friends to pay 



his expenses, I believe that it would 
be fine and graceful thing if we paid 
them ourselves. Let me suggest a 
way. 

When our leading American' deaf- 
mutes had their moving picture films 
made by the N. A. D., their ex- 
penses were paid. It would be fine 
to have a film picture of an address 
by Mr. Gaillard, so that in future 
years we might compare the sign 
language of the French deaf-mutes 
with its daughter, the sign-language 
of the American deaf. Such a film 
would be interesting and valuable. 

I would therefore respectfully sug- 
gest that the Execute Committee of 
the N. A. D. invite Mr. Gaillard to 
come to Hartford during the Con- 
vention, that a moving picture film 
of any address he might decide to 
make might be made there. I would 
suggest that the Executive Commit- 
tee set apart $500 or more, if neces- 
sary, from of the Moving Picture 
Fund, not only to pay for the film, 
but to pay Mr. Gaillard' s expense*. 

The film would become the pro- 
perty of the N. A. D. , but a copy 
might be given to Mr. Gaillard to 
take home with him to show to our 
friends in France. 

Haste is needed. It is only a 
little over two months before the con- 
vention meets in Hartford. 

Red tape is not needed. 

If he is willing, the President of 
the Association can have it all 
decided within two weeks, 
■•jlf the Executive Committee acts 
favorably, Mr. Gaillard should be 
notified by cable. I have no doubt 
that if he can come he will come.

Gaillard is not rich. He has a large 
family to support. The time lost 
should be counted among his ex- 
penses and paid according. 

If this money is used as suggested 
it would be exactly in the spirit in 
which the fund was collected. 

It would not be a misappro- 
priation. 

It would be money well spent. 

The N. A. D. should congratulate 
itself that it has the necessary money 
handy for the purpose. 

Moreover, I believe that nearly 
all the members of the N. A. D. 
would approve spending the money 
as suggested. If they could all be 
gotten together and the thing ex- 
plained to them, I feel very sure 
they would vote " yes" unanimously.

The official] ballot slips for the 
election of officers of the National 
Association of the Deaf are being 
sent to members this week. The 
editor of this paper has just received 
his ballot slip. 

The names for each office repre- 
sent the results of the primary re- 
cently held, except that a great 
many of the candidates seem to have 
declined tojrun. 

For president there are two candi- 
dates — James H. Cloud, of St. Louis, 
Mo., and Douglas Tilden, of Oak- 
land, Cal. 

The Journal editor favors the 
election of Mr. Cloud. 

He is a great admirer of Douglas 
Tilden, as a sculptor, and would 
have no hesitation in selecting him 
to create a statue of the Abbe de 
l'Epee, but not for president of the 
National Association. He is a real 
genius, but too imperious in tem- 
perament, too tenacious of opinion, 
to serve the will of the members. We 
believe he is the only deaf-mute list- 
ed in " Who's Who in America." 
He has won high honor as a great 
deaf-mute sculptor, but his past 
activities do not warrant election to 
office in the N. A. D. He either 
sulked or deliberately avoided the 
convention held at San Francisco 
in the year 1915. He was the only 
deaf man of importance in that city, 
who did not meet and greet and offer 
the cordial handclasp to the dele- 
gates, who had travelled (many of 
them) across the continent. 

In this column, the editor nomi- 
nated Mr. Cloud as a candidate for 
the office of president on the primary 
ballot. The extraordinary number 
of votes! he received was gratifying, 
and was a display of widespread and 
good judgment by the members of 
the Association. 

Mr. Cloud has always taken an 
active part and betrayed a deep in- 
terest in the affairs of the Associa- 
tion, ever since he became a mem- 
ber. He has shown wisdom and 
public spirit, and is thoroughly alive 
to the many problems to which 
the Association is committed to deal. 
The "cobbler of Possum Corners" 
attributes to spite his action in refer- 
ence to the photographicjjrivilege at 
the St. Louis Convention. Mr. Cloud 
at that time was acting with several 
others on the Local Committee. 
This committee is always given 
latitude in its actions, as its members 
are alone able to judge of the local 
arrangements obtainable or requir- 
ed. 

This committee gave the photo- 
graphic privilege to a young man 
who was studying for the ministry 
and needed the money to (help him 
through. Where was there any 
spite in that. Mr. Pach, who is a 
business man engaged in photo- 
graphy, made a bid which was not 
accepted. Naturally, he was tore 
and talked a good deal in an indig- 
nant vein. However, be took his 



Cloud. Mr. Pach said to the editor: 
"Cloud and I are great friends, and 
I tell you truly, he is one of the 
sguarest men I ever met. ' ' He re- 
peated that less than a week ago to 
the writer of this. 

In office or out of office, Cloud 
has worked just the same. That 
his activities and expressed opinions 
have roused resentments, is nothing 
more than can be expected. But 
does it not suggest poverty in fault- 
finding that, through all the years 
Mr. Cloud has busied himself with 
outspoken ardor in the affairs of the 
deaf, his opponents are only able 
to rake up the skeleton of a photo- 
graphic privilege awarded by a 
committee on which Mr. Cloud 
served as chairman. 

James H. Cloud is able, consider- 
ate, tactful and honest, and will 
make a worthy successor to Presi- 
dent Howard, who voluntarily de- 
clined to run again for office, but 
has consented to serve on the Exe- 
cutive Committee. What a strong 
quartet — and they are sure winners 
— Cloud as President, Howson as 
1st Vice-President, Roberts as Secre- 
tary, and Howard on the Executive 
Committee. 

Mark your ballot carefully, for 
a slight mistake, or carelessness, 
may make it illegal, and in such 
case it will not be counted. Any 
member in good standing who fails 
to receive a ballot slip, should write 
to Secretary Roberts, 547 E. Loula 
Street, Olathe, Kan.

ADDITIONAL AMENDMENTS. 

Article 1. Sec, 4. Life Members. — 
Any person otherwise eligible to 
membership may become a life mem- 
ber on a personal payment of $ 10.00 
or a collection of $ 25 00 made at 
one time into the Endowment Fund 
of the Association. Life members 
shall be exempt from annual dues, 
and shall have all the privileges of 
Regular or Association Members. 

( Made at request of Mr. Howard and 
Mr. Roberts. Income from life member- 
ship equals the annual dues. Hut if not 
salted away in the Endowment Fund, 
succeeding administrations are apt to spend 
the money for non-essential purposes and 
the income will be lost, and we will find it 
impossible to carry a lot of life members 
with no means of paying the accompanying 
expenses. ) 

Article iv. National ) Executive 
Board. — Sec. I, Omit "No state 
shall have more than one represen- 
tative on the Executive Board." 

( Made at the request of Mr. Roberts and 
others. This is my solution to the difficul- 
ty which has arisen at the recent primary 
election. I believe it is the best solution. 
It may not be perfect, but as I look at it all 
the desirable features of the mail vote are 
retained and nearly all the petty squabbling 
is done away with. The provision that no 
voter shall nominate or vote for more than 
one candidate on his ballot from any one 
state amply provides for all contingencies. 
Two favorite sons cannot be elected from 
one state unless one of two things happens : 
1st, that a state is so strong in member- 
ship thatJit can divide its vote and still beat 
the combined vote of the rest of the coun- 
try, in which case I consider that said state 
deserves two members ; or, 2d, the rest 
of the State will combine on two members 
from one state and elect them, which is 
perfectly proper if they wish to do so. 
What applies to two members from one 
state applies all the more strongly to three 
or more. Several candidates iron 
State will cut into each other's voting 
strength, but this cannot 'be objected to ; 
everybody has a right to poll his own fol- 
lowing. ) 

Article VI. Mail Vote for Offi- 
cers, Section 2. On receiving and 
counting the nominating ballots, 
the Secretary shall, for all offices in 
which no candidate received a 
majority of the votes cast for the 
particular office, ascertain by mail 
within the enusing thirty days — that 
is, within sixty days after the second 
Tuesday in February — who among 
the five candidates for each office 
receiving the highest number of 
votes, or who among the total num- 
ber of candidates, provided there are 
less than five nominated for any 
office, are willing to stand for elec- 
tion, informing each candidate of the 
number of the votes cast for him and 
for each of the nominees for all of- 
fices of the Association. All candi- 
dates receiving a majority of votes 
for any office shall, following their 
acceptance, be declared duly elected. 
Failing the acceptance of office by 
any candidate receiving a majority 
vote for that office, the Secretary 
shall proceed as if no majority vote 
had been cast. Failing the accep- 
tance of any of the first five nominat- 
ed for any office, the Secretary shall 
proceed with succeeding fives until an 
acceptance shall have been received.

Electioneering and High 
Finance. 



A friendly correspondent has call- 
ed my attention to an article appear- 
ing in the Journal, issue of April 
19th, under- the caption of "The 
N. A. D. Record of the next Presi- 
dent of the N. A. D." I have since 
looked over the article and find that 
its publication, at this time, was 
merely political buncombe to in- 
fluence votes towards the author's 
way of thinking— certainly for no 
worthy purpose. 

With the possible exception to a 
reference to the De l'Epee Memorial 
Committee, the article treats of 
issues as dead as Pharoah, and of 
far less interest to the public, at 
this time, no matter in what light 
they may be resurrected. 

The author of the article, follow- 
ing his usual custom when indulg- 
ing in puerile and cowardly per- 
sonalities, hides behind an assumed 
name. Ordinarily I take no notice of 
such personal criticisms. The charges 
which constitute the burden of 
the article in question were brought 
forth and squelched long ago. Our 
correspondent, however, insists that 
the squelching process should be re- 
peated in this instance, simply as a 
matter of record, in view of the 
sinister animus which obviously 
prompted the article. 

The charge of spite work on my 
part in connection with convention 
photographing at any time or place, 
is wholly false. Such matters' came 
up in the course of my official busi- 
ness as committee chairman, and 
were handled as purely busiuess pro 
positions and in the interest of the 
N. A. D. Under date of April ao, 
Mr. Alexander !_,. Pach, of New 
York, the photographer concerned, 
writes : 

"My Dbar Bro. Cloud: — I do 
not need to assure you that my first 
knowledge of the article was on 
reading it in the Jourral last even- 
ing. 

"In any reply you may make I wish 
you would accentuate the fact that 
for the past thirteen years we^have 
been the firmest of firm friends." 

Such a prompt, spontaneous and 
friendly communication effectually 
disposes of the charge of spite work. 
In regard to the resolution re- 
flecting on the local committee and 
"unanimously passed," by the 
committee on resolutions and by the 
convention at St. Louis, the follow- 
ing statements are sufficient to show 
it was far from being the clever 
piece of work its author [ Mr. 
Veditz] thinks it was. 

The late Mr. Regensburg, over 
his own signature — not an assumed 
name — made the following state- 
ment : 

"I was a member of the re- 
solutions committee. I never saw 
a line of the resolution that is now 
causing all the trouble until it came 
out in the Dbap-Mutes' Journal. 
I was surprised and then started a 
little inquiry. Only two of the 
committee members besides the 
author saw the resolution. Had the 
resolution been submitted to the full 
committee, or to a full meeting at 
St. Louis, it never could have pass- 
ed." 

Dr. Dougherty, of Chicago, was 
obliged to leave for home before the 
committee on resolutions reported. 
As soon as he saw the published 
report of the committee, he sent me 
the following unsolicited statement: 
"The Resolution Committee had 
no business to put through any mat- 
ter which is, at best, a subject of 
disagreement in the association. 
That resolution was a direct and 
deliberate reflection on the local 
committee." 

Mr. Gray, of Pittsburg, wrote: 

" I don't approve of the resolution 

a little bit, either in spirit or letter." 

Mr. MacOregor, of Columbus, 

wrote: 

"I heartily agree in all that has 
been said denouncing the local com- 
mittee resolution. It is simply a 
piece of spite work." 

Mr. MacGregor was one of the 
two, referred to by Mr. Regensburg, 
as being a member of the committee 
on resolutions and " bitterly oppos- 
ed" to the resolution. The other 
member who reluctantly favored the 
resolution, explained that he did so 
after having been informed, falsely 
of course, that I desired the resolu- 
tion. 

And yet to this day the author of 
the resolution, without a single lead- 
ing endorsement on record as favor- 
ing it, claims to take great satis- 
faction in that piece ot work. 

The statement by my critic that 
I was IT in the St. Louis Committee 
is the nearest approach to the humor- 



ous I have ever known himl to make 
behind any of his several aliases. 
He seems to be constitutionally in- 
capable of appreciating the fact that 
the committee was composed of six- 
teen representative St. Louisans, 
that it met at frequent intervals dur- 
ing a period extending considerably 
over a year, that all its meetings 
were public, that the fullest freedom 
was allowed in discussion, that all 
the decisions were unanimous, and 
that from first to last splendid work- 
ing harmony prevailed. 

In regard to the De l'Epee Memo- 
rial Committee, my critic says that 
" the fund after three years is barely 
$2600. In other words the Chair- 
man, Rev. Cloud, did not have the 
know-how or the magnetism, to 
make it ten or even five times as 
much." 

So it happens that the memorial 
fund is barely twenty- six hundred 
dollars, instead of twenty-six thou- 
sand dollars, or thirteen hundred 
dollars for the three years past, all 
because I have not got the magnetic 
money-getting know-how-ness. 

Be that as it may, my critic 
emerged from the Cleveland Conven- 
tion four years ago Chairman of the 
Endowment Committee. At that 
time there was a nest egg of $231.31 
in the fund. My critic was not only 
fully charged with the duty of rais- 
ing an endowment fund, but also 
with money-getting know-how-ness 
magnetism. In addition to his own 
committee he had the co-operation 
of the Gallaudet Day Committee, 
which worked for the same com- 
mendable purpose. 

Applying the same calculating 
process to the Endowment Fund, 
as our critic has applied it to the De 
l'Epee fund, in two years to the 
minute the Endowment would have 
passed the $50,000 mark. The offi- 
cial report puts the total amount 
rasied within that time at about 
$890— most of it by the Gallaudet 
Day Committee, on which my critic 
was not serving, and by the pay- 
ment of pledges made prior to the 
time my critic became chairman of 
the Endowment Committee. My 
critic was let out of the Endowment 
Committee at the end of two years 
for the reason that he was not get- 
ting results. 

Soon after the Cleveland Conven- 
tion, my critic twice asked me to 
take charge of the Gallaudet Day 
collection end of the Endowment 
plan, which I declined to do. It was 
rather a strange request to receive 
from a man who thinks I have not 
the magnetic money-getting know- 
how-ness. " Suppose I had accepted, 
what fierce competition there would 
have been between the Endowment 
and Gallaudet Day funds. The one, 
headed by my critic, increasing 
simply by accrued interest on the 
nest egg of $231.31, and the other, 
under my not know-how-ness mag- 
netic influence, not increasing at all. 
The De l'Epee Memorial Com 
mittee was one of the last to be ap- 
pointed following the Cleveland 
Convention. It required some time 
to devise a practical working plan 
and put it in operation. The public 
generally had to be educated up to 
the giving point. It was not readily 
apparent to every one why a citizen 
of France, born over two hundred 
years ago, should be honored with a 
memorial by the deaf of America. 
The world war has had its depressing 
effects on collections the past three 
years. There has been criticism 
from within the N. A. D., as to the 
proposed form of the memorial. In 
spite of all, hundreds have made 
donations and the fund is nearing 
the $3,000 mark. 

In Mr. Schroeder and Mr. Frank- 
enheim, the worthy successor of 
the late lamented Father McCarthy, 
I have two of the ablest deaf finan- 
ciers in the land. Each member of 
the committee has his own territory 
and a free hand. The chairman is 
simply the official connecting link 
between the committee and the as- 
sociation. From the very inception 
of the project, the members of the 
committee have given me their most 
loyal. and hearty co-operation. It 
has been a real joy to be associated 
with such whole-hearted, high- 
minded, enthusiastic and competent 
co-workers 

The project has its roots in the 
hearts of a grateful people and is 
bound to succeed. 

My record, both in and out of the 
N. A. D. , is an open book. Whether 
in or out of office, I have never let 
up in any effort to advance the wel- 
fare of the deaf, and have no inten- 
tion of doing so. We are facing the 
future — not the past. Any discus- 
sion of dead issues cannot be other 
than dry, stale and unprofitable.

A Few Words to Non-Nads. 

From the standpoint of my ex- 
perience among non-Nads, let me en- 
lighten them in regard to the neces- 
sary existence of the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf. 

I have met many friends, who 
said, " We are members of our State 
Association or Alumni Association, 
or the N. F. S. D. , and need not 
join the N. A. D., etc. Those 
statements thereby prove that they 
are greatly mistaken and ignorant 
of what the N. A. D. stands for 

The National Association of the 
Deaf is " the guardian of the Deaf." 
Its object is to help and improve 
their condition. It is doing and will 
continue to do everything in its 
power to obtain justice for the deaf. 
To overcome any prejudices the 
country has about the deaf, it is re- 
sponding to every call for its services 
and the draft upon its resources is 
heavy. Therefore it needs more 
members and its Endowment Fund 
should be increased as rapidly as 
possible, in order to provide a regular 
income to carry on the good and 
helping work of the Association. 

May I advise you to try to get 
informed about the Association, and 
I am sure you will be glad to boost 
it. If you don't take heed to it, or 
are not conscious of it, it is apparent 
that your respect of independence, 
citizenship and loyalty, is partly a 
failure. As) a matter of fact, you 
live in a corner and see but little 
beyond your own home or place of 
occupation. You do not lift up your 
eyes to the hills, you are not awake 
when the dawn appears. You need 
to look abroad and get away and see 
and know other sections of the 
country, meet other deaf people and 
get a broad spirit, not a narrow 
spirit. Be men and women of broad 
minds and warm hearts, and not 
center all your ideas in the place 
you live and work, forgetting and 
neglecting to know your fellow deaf 
elsewhere. Be up and doing ! 
Whereas, you would see the neces 
sity of your duty to uplift the deaf. 
Sure 1 

May I ask every one of you to 
study the objects and advantages of 
the N. A. D., so that you won't stop 
" talking is up." 

Let every one of you be in sym- 
pathy with all movements for the 
betterment of the Deaf and their 
welfare. Do things. Reason with 
reason. Get busy. Step into line 
and work for your own good Look 
within and commune with what is 
best. Think of living. Think of 
life, work and understand our hidden 
longings. 

" Don't wait," says the voice. 
Follow our president in the fight. 
Stand with him. 

The press has gone from man to 
man. It has flashed the news of 
danger and ruin to our name. It 
has reported the appearance of im- 
postors whose business is to give a 
wrong impression about the deaf, 
the enactment of 
compensation law, 
the deaf, as there 
the deaf have been 
manufacturing concerns; the bill 
introduced in the Conuectiut Legisla- 
ture exempting deaf persons from 
taxation, which indicates them to be 
dependent, State-supported or 
"pauperized creatures," the some- 
what ignorance of the general pub- 
lic as to the capabilities and accom- 
plishments Of the deaf, and other 
tales which overwhelm our hearts 
with the thoughts of the sorrow, the 
pain, and the burden of the deaf 
world. And ever as the press 
flashes the news, a voice says, 
" Who will go for us? Whom will 
you send ?" Come and follows us. 
Go and help. Be up and doing. 
Is it a time for discussion ? No / 
" The enemy " is at our door. 

You recognize the voice. It is 
yours. A common call arouses all 
alike. You may unite against ig- 
norance, prejudice and suppression. 
The greatest obstacle then of your 
uniting or joining the N. A. D. is 
Indifference! Here is the conclu- 
sion of the whole matter. You do 
not join because you are not awake. 
You are asleep when the bridgeroom 
comes. Duty calls you, but you are 
indifferent to it. You think your- 
self secure, but you are not. 

All of you must be enthusiastic 
about the N. A. 1). The N. A. D. 
needs you. Join its membership 
now by paying $ i.oo and hereafter 
pay annual dues of fifty cents. Our 
purpose as Nads is for your welfare. 
For a small consideration it entitles 
you to grasp fellowship and promotes 
an equality which fits you to enjoy 
life.

At present 
you are of great need of welfare or 
protection. Work and serve one 
another.

We could have a teacher to teach lip-read- 
ing so we won't forget ; in fact, I would 
do that myself, for my mother had been 
deaf a good many years before I was, so I 
am practiced in the art of lip-ieading. I 
get lonesome at times with no club to go 
to where I can talk with members." Do 
you know of such a club?

We, who are deaf, cannot enlist 
for service in the field, on the sea or 
in the air. It is all nonsense to prof- 
fer our services, even though our 
motives are patriotic, as they un- 
doubtedly are. Bad teeth, flat feet, 
and other defects, are the merest 
trivialties when compared with deaf- 
ness, yet, otherwise sound men are 
being rejected for such causes, so 
there is no such thing as fighting 
service for us. 

BUT, we can enlist in the cause 
by tendering our services in the 
shop, on the farm, and wherever 
labor will contribute to the welfare 
of the country. 

There never was a more tense, 
more acute, more vital time than 
the present, and with the serious- 
ness of it and in utmost unselfish- 
ness, I hereby appeal to the Nation- 
al Association of the Deaf to post- 
pone the meeting scheduled for 
July, 1917, until a more settled 
period comes, or till the end of the 
war. 

At such a time as the present, few 
can come from a distance, because 
few can afford it. Early in July 
men are needed ou the farms. Just 
now the huudreds of deaf people, 
working in the factories, cannot be 
spared from their work. 

With possibly a food embargo 
within a year, the expense of attend- 
ing a convention is a foolish waste of 
money for those who have to go a 
distance.

Another Way to View It- 

Editor Dkaf-Mutbs' Journal: 
—An objection to a certain method 
of carrying ont a certain object can- 
not be construed as an objection to 
the object itself. That is what im- 
pels us to reply to Mr. L. M. Rob- 
inson's letter, which appears in a 
recent issue of your paper, and 
which refers to the " letter of objec- 
tion to use any of the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf's money for 
military purposes," of which we 
were two of the singers. Mr. Rob- 
inson seems to de laboring under a 
delusion, that because we protested 
against the use of the Association's 
funds for military purposes on con- 
stitutional grounds, we are necessari- 
ly protesting against his efforts to 
have the deaf " do their bit " in this 
time of war. We do not see where 
any part of pur letter of protest 
could have justified his delusion. 

We are for anything that would 
enable the deaf to serve this country 
in this time of war — whether in the 
trenches or otherwise; but we are 
against the appropriation of the 
Association's funds for military pur- 
poses. We are for the object which 
my college mate, Mr. Robinson, has 
in mind, but we are against the me- 
thod which he proposes to carry out 
the object. 

We are against his method on 
other grounds as well as on consti- 
tutional grounds. The N. A. D. 
has been striving, and is still striv- 
ing, to build itself into an efficient 
organization, financially and other- 
wise — into an organization efficient 
enough to promote the welfare of 
the deaf in civilian ways. To try to 
promote the welfare ot the deaf in 
military ways in time of war, is 
laudable, but can the finances of the 
N. A. D. stand this? The N. A. D. 
can do its part in coming to an un- 
derstanding with the government in 
regard to the part the deaf should 
have in our war with Germany, or 
rather Junkerism, without draining 
its finances. 

We, the deaf citizens, have a duty 
to serve the government in time of 
war. Just as tbe government ex- 
pends its money for bearing citizens 
in military ways, let the government 
expend its money for deaf citizens as 
well, in military ways. This is a 
governmental duty — not tbe duty of 
the N; A. D. At the bottom of his 
article, Mr. Robinson said that, " the 
government may take over this work 
at any time," which is just as it 
should be.
